After 128 
Years British 
Leave Aden

LONDON (AP) - 
Britain 


signed an agreement in Geneva 
today ending 128 years of colo- 
nial rule In Aden, but there'll be 
no British royal presence and no 
warm handshakes when the Un- 
ion Jack comes down for the 
last time in Aden at midnight. 


Qahtan Al Ashaabi, leader of 


the National Liberation Front 
(NLF) which is taking over the 
112,000 square miles of scorch- 
ing sand in South Arabia, and a 
British 
delegation 
headed by 


Lord Shackleton came to terms 
after a gruelling 18-hour session 
that lasted all night. 


A 
joint 
communique 
an- 


nounced that the major issue of 
British financial aid to the new 
Republic of South Yemen will 
be decided in future talks. Brit- 
ain meanwhile agreed to contin- 
ue help at the present rate of 60 
million pounds—now worth $144 
million— a year. 


The British want to lower that 


figure, 
which was set when 


Egyptian troops in eighboring 
Yemen 
were 
considered 
a 


threat. The Egyptians have left 
Yemen, but Al Shaabi said 60 
million pounds a year is the 
least Britain can do after "128 
years of colonial exploitation." 


Al Shaabi and 14 associates 


flew back to South Arabia for 
the 
independence celebrations 


but the Republic of South Yem- 
en was unofficially born Sunday 
morning when the Arabs awoke 
to find the last of the 12,000 Brit- 
ish troops had pulled back to 
their barracks. The last 900 
Tommies were flown to a trans- 
port 
offshore today, and the 


Royal Navy task force of 24 
ships was to clear South Arabi- 
an waters by dusk, 


BriULi has not just freed the 


colony it held for 128 years at

NICOSIA (AP) - U.S. presi- 


dential envoy Cyrus Vance paid 
his first visit to Cyprus today 
for 
talks 
with Greek Cyprlot 


leaders on their opposition to 
virtual war or peace conditions 
set by Turkey for the protection 
of the island's Turkish minority. 


Vance flew to Nicosia from 


Athens after a long day and 
night of consultations with the 
Greek 
government, 
Foreign 


Minister 
Panaylotis Pipinelis 


described the situation as "deli* 
cate and dangerous" but said he 
thought war with Turkey was 
"less of a possibility now," 


Vance and President 
Maka- 


rlos, tte leader of the Greek 
Cypriot community, met for an 
hour at the presidential palace 
while Turkish Air Force jets 
screamed overhead. It was their 
second day over Nicosia and 
their 12th successive day over 
Cyprus. 


The Greek government has 


been reported willing to with- 
draw the 8,000-12,000 Greek sol- 
diers who were Infiltrated into 
Cyprus in violation of the 1960 
Zurich agreements which gave 


(he Island its independence from 
Britain, these provide for garri- 
sdfts of §50 Greek troops and 6SO 
Turkish troops in Cyprus, 


Mikarlos is opposed to with- 


drawal of Greek troops unless 
all Turkish troops also withdraw 
and his government is given 
firm international guarantees 
against 
foreign 
intervention. 


But the Turkish government re- 
fuses to abandon the Turkish 
Cyprlof minority, contending 
that the Turkish garrison is the 
only guarantee of protection for 
it against the Greek Cypriot ma* 
jorily.

Both 
Greece and Turkey are NATO 
members. 


Vance and Brosio apparently 


had been able to work out a gen-

When they first began their

three days. He got no response. 


When school started in Sep-

Living Costs rose three-tenths of 
one per cent in October, mainly 
because of higher prices for 
new automobiles, clothing and 
services, the government re- 
ported today, 


Food 
prices dropped 
two* 


tenths of one per cent, but this 
was less than seasonal, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said. 


In its annual evaluation of au- 


tomobile prices, the bureau said 
new car prices went up with in- 
troduction of the 1968 model, 
with retail prices averaging 2.7 
per cent higher than a year ago. 
Manufacturers' prices averaged 
just 2 per cent above a year ago, 
after allowance for net quality 
improvements In 19G8 models. 
The balance of the retail price 
Increase was attributed to smal« 
ler dealer discounts and trade- 
in allowances and higher sales 
taxes In certain stales as well 
as higher freight charges. 


The actual increase In manu- 


facturers' prices for cars aver- 
aged $87.54. 
The bureau said

Viet Cong troops assaulted a 
government district headquar- 
ters near the Cambodian border 
for 5"/2 hours today and overran 
some of the 200 defenders before 
Jet fighters strafed and bombed 
the Reds into retreat, 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said 65 enemy bodies were 
found Inside and nearby the per- 
imeter of the district headquar- 
ters compound at Bo Due, 80 
miles north of Saigon, 


He said 15 government sol- 


diers were killed and 19 wound- 
ed. 


Simultaneous with the ground 


attack only three miles from the 
Cambodian border, the Viet 
Cong shelled a government out- 
post four miles to the south and 
a U.S. Special Forces camp 10 
miles to the south. Government 
casualties were reported light in 
those attacks, and there was no 
report of U.S. casualties. 


The attack at Bo Due contin- 


ued a pattern of scattered Com- 
munist shelling and hit-and-run 
ground attacks that has pre- 
vailed since the end of the Dak 
To battle last week.

McClellan 
Insists on 
Crime Law 


ASHINGTON (AP>- Presi- 


dent Johnson'santicrlme propos- 
als are good as far as they go, 
but they don't go far enough, 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
said Tuesday, and he refused to 
back away from a more strin- 
gent measure approved by his 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee. 


As a result, it may be that 


no anticrlme legislation will get 
through Congress before It ad- 
journs this yejr. 


McClellan said the subcommit- 


tee retained and strengthened 
the substance of the president's 
proposal to Improve law en- 
forcement at the state and local 
level through federal grants for 
planning, recruitment, training, 
equipment and research. 


The major difference is that 


McClellan wants to permit wire- 
tapping by law enforcement of- 
ficers acting under court orders, 
while Johnson has asked Con- 
gress to ban all wiretapping ex- 
cept in cases directly related to 
national security. 


McClellan also would make 


voluntariness the only test for 
determining the admissibllity of 
confessions 
In criminal cases 


to 
bar 
the 
Supreme Court 


from reviewing cases In which 
the highest court In a state had 
ruled that confession 
was vol- 


untarily given. 


McClellan told the Senate it 


was necessary to apply more 
than one remedy to the nation's 
crime 
problem 
because the 


problem was "too urgent for 
this country to depend solely on 
a one-shot approach," 


The senator said he had been 


urged to cut back on the sub- 
committee bill to fit the presi- 
dent's 
proposals 
and 
obtain 


quick 
passage, 
but that 
he 


thought it was his responsibility 
to present the Senate "the most 
effective anticrlme bill possible 
for the preservation of, and a 
return to, law and order in this 
country," 


McClellan said the adminis- 


tration proposals held "much 
promise for long-range Improve- 
ments 
in local law enforce* 


ment," but that citizens could 
not be left "exposed to, and un- 
protected 
from, the continued 


ravages of crane while await* 
Ing the results of a long lead* 
time program,"
